and weather conditions in southern 
states for the week ended yesterday 
were summarized by the department 
of agriculture as follows: ’ '* 
The week had about the normal 
warmth in the cotton belt, with mod­ 
erate. to heavy showers in the north­ 
western, central ami eastern portions. 
Cotton was more satisfactory in ad­ 
vance except where moisture waa In* 
sufficient.

In Alabama frequent showers over 
scattered areas and crops improved 
were moisture sufficient, hut rain 
still needed in many sections. Pro­ 
gress and condition of cotton! mostly 
only fair to good. Considerable shed­ 
ding of squares and bolls In many 
places, especially in central western 
portion. Weevil increasing and dam­ 
age generally slight though moder­ 
ate. 
Picking and ginnings good pro­ 
gress in south. 
'Bolls are opening rapidly in the 
southorn portion of the eotton belt 
and picking and ginning made 
good 
advance everywhere, being about com­ 
pleted in extreme southern Texas. 
In Tennessee, Mississippi and Ala- 
tmma growth was generally fair to 
good, r Rain was beneficial in the. 
Piedmont sections of the Carolinas 
and also in the extreme southern por­ 
tion of the belt. The drought was un­ 
abated, however, in central and north­ 
ern Georgia, where rapid deterioration 
was reported, with
